Japan—is called to the treaty obligations which 
were undertaken by nine countries to maintain 
the territorial and administrative integrity of 
China. To which a Japanese spokesman replies 
that the nine-power treaty is outmoded, a polite 
term meaning that it is being disregarded. | 

That Britain and the United States will do | 
anything more than protest is by no means | 
likely. Four or five years ago they adopted a 
“Hands off China” policy in response to de- 
mands of the Nationalist Government in Nan- 
king vociferously echoed by pacifists at home, 
and are likely to continue it. 

What followed has not of course been peace 
in China, or for the Nationalist Government. 
Instead, the ancient Empire is crumbling to 
pieces, whether under impulse of internal dis- 


sension or as the result of Japanese intrigue. 
The “Hands off” policy opened a door of oppor- 
tunity for Japan, of which Manchukuo is the 
first result and the new autonomous state the 
second. 

The progressive dismemberment of China is 
one of the major political developments of our 
time. It has probably gone too far to be halted 
by intervention of the signatories of the nine- 
power treaty. There is no discoverable enthus- 
iasm anywhere for the employment of force to 
stop it, and no likelihood that anything but 
force could stop it.

Sinus Trouble 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

I would classify sinus trouble as a disease 
of the educated classes, which occurs most fre- 
quently among those in professional life, or 
those own businesses, Sinustis 
appears to be most likely to develop in those 
who earn their livings with their brains rather 
than their muscles and prob- 
ably the lack of exercise and 
fresh air accompanying brain 
work is a contributing cause 
in producing the lowered re- 
sistance which makes a sinus 
infection possible. 

Inflammation of a sinus, 
or sinusitis, appears to be 
more prevalent than form- 
erly; however, some of the 
apparent increase is un- 
doubtedly due to the fact that 
Sinusitis is now better diagnosed. For this 
reason many cases that formerly would have 
been overlooked, or incorrectly called “neural- 
gia,” are now properly diagnosed as sinus 
trouble. 

The nasal sinuses are made up of hollow 
spaces within the bones of the skull. For ex- 
ample, the bone above the eye is not solid, but 
contains a hollow cavity called a frontal sinus 
The cheek bone is also hollow and the cavity in 
this location is called the antrum of Highmore. 
These air-filled spaces make the bones lighter 
in weight and also make the speaking voice 
more resonant. 

The various cavities have received special- 
ized names; the two just above the eyes are 
called the frontal sinuses; while those in the 
bones of the cheeks are called antra, and in 
addition, on each side, there occurs an ethmoi- 
dal sinus and a sphenoidal sinus. All of these 
hollow cavities are connected with the inside of 
the nose by small openings, through which 
drainage occurs. A ccntinuation of the same 
mucous membrane lining the nose also lines the 
sinus cavities and the mucus normally secreted 
in small amounts by the membrane readily 
drains away through the small exits provided. 
A good way to form a mental picture of the 
nose and its related cavities is to form a picture 
of several small caves which open off of the 
inside of the nasal chamber, each cave having a 
le small opening into the nose.

Fragments Of History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 


On December 7, in 1837, the 
militant reformers under Wil- 
liam Lyon Mackenzie made their 
attempt to get possession of To- 
ronto. That they did not suc- 
ceed was due chiefly to James 
FitzGibbon, the Irish soldier who 
had in 1813 won fame as the 
victor at Beaver Dam, after he 
had received the timely warning 
from Laura Secord. When Gov- 
ernor Head sent the regulars to 
Kingston, FitxGibbon warned 
him that the Mackenzie agitation 
must inevitably lead to armed 
revolt and urged that the troops 
be retained; but Sir Francis 
replied that if the militia could 
defend Toronto it would be 


not 
bett lost. FitzGibbon at once 
© ized a small militia force, + 


Head blocked all his efforts 
d it was not until the “rebels” 
had actually started for the town 
and the alarm given that the gov- 
ernor appointed FitzGibbon 
adjutant general and gave him 
permistion to use the rifles stored 
at Government House, It was 


afterwards admitted by Secretary 
Powell and Sheriff Jarvis that if 
FitzGibbon’s advice had been 
taken and the reformers attacked 
the trouble could have been 
nipped in the bud three days be- 
fore the battle at Montgomery's 
tavern, 

FitzGibbon was promised a 
pension and a land grant; he got 
neither; but he was appointed a 
Military Knight of Windsor and 
died there December 10, 1847, 
existing only on his “pay” of six- 
pence a day. He wanted to return 
to Canada so that he might die 
in the country for which he had 
fought, but he was laid to rest in 
the Catacombs of George's 
chapel, where hi is a little

His clothing allowed by the gov- 
ernment, arrived, and I turned 
the same over to him, When he 
left I asked him to return the 
clo'‘hes but he refuced. telling me 
I had nothing to do with it, as he 
had commenced work. He 
worked for two days and a half 
and then beat it on the freight. 
I might say I also paid a dollar 
for his bed and breakfast at the 
hotel, where he went when he 
arrived, A near neighboring 
farmer of mine had a similar 
experience, but his man refused 
to get up in the morning until
